His idea has always been to t u b out the slwp 
lines of distinction between sacred and pro- 
fane, and to bring the pulpit to bear on sui-jecls 
oilier than those commonly called religious ; 
and, iu short, to bring" political, hisiorical, sci- 
entific, and artistic work, in their connection 
with theology, 
under the province of the 


Christian ministry.
